“But those who have not heard 
these great music-dramas before, or 
know them only slightly, cannot pro- 
fit from so large a.dose. Wagner's 
libretto and music are not sacred. 
Shortening will heightpn the drama- 
tie values, and skifled” musiciana 
can cut the musi¢ without injuring 
ita inherent greatness. I have no 
patience with those who shout, ‘Let 
us not touch a single note’, and pre- 
fer to have the public ignore Wag- 
ner entirely. 

“The operas must be brought 
within the orbit of the average man 
who works all day and seek two or 
three hours entertainment in the 
evening. A four or five hours opera 
is too much for such.” 

Melchior is concerned about the 
operas of the “ring’’—those music- 
dramas written around the old Ger- 
man myths of Wotan, Siegfried, 
Brunnhilde and Valhalla. 

For years, he has been a leading 
interpreter of tenor roles in these 
works—not only at the Metropolitan 
and at Bayreuth, but in music houses 
the world over. 

So deep is his concern to increase 
the appreciation of these operas that 
Melchior wants to form an Ameri];
